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XV.—METEORGOLOGICAL STATISTICS, 


No. 42.—Notes on the Rainfall of Western Australia for January, February, and Mareh, 1924. 


Weather charts during the month of January showed, on the whole, a persistence of rather weah 
“lows” over the interior of the State, while high pressure banks were the rule over the ocean to tke 
Westward and Southward. The consequence was that moderately fresh S.W. to S.E. winds were 
prevalent over Coastal regions, and also influenced, to a somewhat lesser extent, the Murchison and 
agricultural districts, where both day and night temperatures were below the average. On the Cool- 
gardie Goldfields this effect was not pronounced, and the mean temperatures, both maximum and 
minimum, varied from slightly above to slightly below normal. 


At intervals the “highs” moved Eastward, travelling rather rapidly, and as a result short but 
sharp heat waves traversed the State. The most intense occurred on the 12th-13th, and 21st—22nd. 
These were responsible for the highest registrations for the month throughout sub-tropical areas, but 
a third warm spell, which developed in a much more leisurely fashion, marked the closing week. 


The disposition of the isobars prior to the second warm spell was unusual for the time of the year, 
and favoured the development of a draught of S. to S.E. winds, which appeared to take its origin far 
to the Southward, the result being decidedly low night temperatures on the 18th, 19th and 20th, when 
a few Southern stations registered new minimum records for the month of January. 


Tn the Tropics results were variable. Some very hot weather was experienced at intervals, Marble 
Bar reaching 117-5 deg. on the 18th, and Winning Pool 114-0 on the 10th, compared with typical 
sub-tropical maxima of 112-0 at Yalgoo (12th), 111-5 at Wiluna (22nd), 110-0 at Northam (12th), 
and 105-9 at Perth (12th). 


Rainfall was almost everywhere below the average, and, except in the Kimberley, where thunder- 
showers were well distributed throughout the month, and at a few North-West stations (Port Hedland 
Coongan, and Marble Bar), where fairly heavy isolated storms occurred, the falls were of slight im- 
portance. 


In Perth the month ranked amongst the coolest January on record, despite the occurrence of 
7 hot days (compared with an average of 9), including one of exceptional severity on the 12th. The 
mean maximum, however, was 2:5 deg. and the mean minimum 2:8 deg. below normal. 


February.—The rainfall was, in general, very light, but important falls occurred over the Cool- 
gardie Goldfields on the Sth and 13th, and as a result a number of stations recorded substantial ex- 
cesses above the average for the month. 


Outside these areas only a few widely scattered stations showed excesses, and the month closed 
with a general deficiency. This was most pronounced in the Kimberley, North-West and Gascoyne 
districts, where some heavy defects were noticeable, Turkey Creek, with a total of 1-71 inches being 
6-84 inches below the average. Derby’s deficiency amounted to 5-40 inches, Broome’s to 4:30, and 
La Grange’s to 5-01 inches, no rain at all being registered at last-named station during the month. 


In the agricultural areas some scattered thunder showers were noted, but they were, for the most 
part, of little account. Exceptions, however, were noted, ¢.g., 2-02 inches at Coorow on the 11th, 
and 1-15 inches at Mandiga on the 8th. 


Over West and South-West Coastal areas light showers fell from time to time, but in no case was 
the normal monthly rainfall exceeded. 


March.—The rainfall was in general below the average, especially in the Tropics, where the con- 
tinued shortage had assumed a serious character. The only rains in that part of the State occurred 
in the form of scattered thunderstorms during the opening week, and were confined to the East Kim- 
berley, and inland North-West. In the West Kimberley the rainfall for the season was by far the 
worst on record. 


South of the Tropic, apart from a few almost negligible South-West and South Coastal showers, 
the month was rainless until the 17th, when a disturbance, which commenced as an ordinary heat 
depression on the North-West Coast, followed the most unusual course of recurving inland in the neigh- 
pourhood of Geraldton, and widespread rains subsequently developed over the interior, bringing useful 
falls to the Murchison, Northern Midland districts, and Coolgardie Goldfields. 


It was followed at brief intervals by two similar systems. The second, on the 23rd and 24th, was 
of little importance, but the third, lasting from the 27th to 30th, was again productive of good falls 
on the Murchison and Coolgardie Goldfields, and in the Eastern agricultural districts. In those areas 
many localities recorded totals for the month in excess of the average, but elsewhere defects were unk 
versal. In the Southern agricultural districts and South-West Coastal areas the prolonged absence 
of rain was severely felt, and had told most adversely upon all forms of Summer cultivation.
